ANNUAL  REPORT  -  1954 


Comments 

1954  was  a  year  of  full  employment,  more  plentiful  food  and  better  standards 
of  clothing,  cleanliness  and  housing.  During  the  year  there  was  a  sharp  increase 
in  the  population  of  the  district  due  to  two  chief  causes.  The  first  was  an 
inflow  of  tenants  to  the  thousand  new  houses  built  by  the  Council,  the  National 
Coal  Board  and  by  private  owners.  The  second  was  an  excess  in  the  high  number 
of  births  over  the  very  reasonable  number  of  deaths. 

One  nice  feature  of  the  death-rate  was  the  reduced  contribution  which  was 
made  to  its  total  by  the  section  of  the  population  under  one  year  of  age. 

The  lower  infant  death-rate  for  the  district  proved  that  the  local  standard  of 
infant  care  was  comparable  at  last  with  that  existing  in  other  parts  of  the 
country.  . ' 

The  year's  record  for  infectious  diseases  was  reasonably  respectable  with 
an  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  dysentery  as  the  only  failure.  Dysentery  made 
its  appearance  in  Ifey  and  went  on  until  October.  Most  of  the  cases  were  among 
children  and  most  of  our  attention  was  directed  to  the  prevention  of  food 
infection  by  adults. 

The  district  escaped  lightly  in  the  influenza  epidemic  which  developed  a 
nation-wide  distribution  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  Scarlet  fever  was 
in  its  usual  mild  form  and,  if  anything,  required  less  attention. 

The  story  of  tuberculosis  was  also  a  happy  one.  Deaths  from  tuberculosis 
showed  a  decline,  cases  on  the  register  were  milder  in  type  and  prospects  of 
cure  were  much  improved.  Prevention,  which  is  the  main  care  of  a  Health 
Department,  came  up  creditably  with  more  frequent  surveys  for  the  early  detection 
of  tuberculosis  by  mass-radiography,  more  pasteurisation  of  the  milk  supplies  tc 
prevent  bovine  types  of  infection  and  a  new  scheme  of  B.C.G.  vaccination  to 
increase  the  resistance  of  susceptible  school  leavers. 

The  promotion  of  preventive  schemes  against  small-pox  and  diphtheria  did 
not  meet  with  the  same  success  in  their  public  acceptance.  This  was  under¬ 
standable  enough  as  both  diseases  now  have  an  almost  historical  interest  locally. 
There  has  not  been  a  case  of  3mall-pox  in  the  area  for  twenty  years  nor  a  case 
of  diphtheria  for  the  past  ten  years,  and  parents  naturally  had  difficulty  in 
appreciating  the  need  for  creating  a  community  resistance  to  diseases  which  they 
had  never  seen. 

In  contrast,  there  was  an  eagerness  among  mothers  to  have  their  children 
immunised  against  whooping  cough  and  a  keen  appreciation  for  the  protection  it 
gave. 


Passing  from  the  infectious  diseases  to  cancer,  which  showed  an  increase, 
two  comments  can  be  made.  The  first  is  that  more  people  each  year  are  living 
to  the  cancer  age  and  the  second  that  more  cases  are  being  discovered  through 
better  methods  of  diagnosis. 

The  ageing  of  the  population  necessitated  more  visits  than  ever  by 
Home  Nurses,  Health  Visitors  and  Home  Helps.  Infirm  and  house-confined  elderly 
people  greatly  appreciated  those  visits,  which  were  one  of  their  few  contacts 
with  the  outside  world  and  which  proved  that  loneliness  is  one  of  the  chief 
afflictions  of  old  age.  The  need  for  safer  houses  for  the  feeble  and  infirm 
was  stressed  by  the  fatal  consequence  of  accidents  to  elderly  people  in  their 
homes.  To  avoid  these  bungalows  are  required  in  which  steps  of  all  kinds  have 
been  eliminated ;  electric  lighting  is  essential;  access  to  T/.C’s  and  coal- 
places  ought  to  be  indoors  and  much  more  care  is  required  in  furnishing,  most 
particularly  in  the  provision  of  fireguards  and  carpels  which  do  not  trip  the 
unwary. 
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To  sum  up  this  report,  the  year’s  health  record  was  good.  But 
it  mirrht  have  been  better.  One  of  the  best  guarantees  of  progress 
in  public  health  is  a  healthy  dissatisfaction.

C omparability  Factors 

Area  comparability  factors  were  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  in 
respect  of  births  and  deaths  in  each  area.  The  factors  for  this  area  were  s- 

Births  -  .92 
Deaths  -  1.35 

The  purpose  of  these  factors  is  to  transform  the  birth  and  death  rates 
into  figures  which  can  be  compared  with  those  of  other  areas.  The  need  for 
such  adjustment  is  caused  by  the  differences  in  the  proportions  of  the  sex  and 
age  components  of  the  population.

The  Registrar-General  has  notified  me  that,  after  adjustment  for  inward 
and  outward  transfers,  there  were  973  births  in  the  Rotherham  Rural  area. 

This  gave  a  crude  rate  of  19  per  thousand  population  and  a  comparable  rate  of 
17.5  per  thousand.

The  parish  which  showed  the  greatest  increase  in  births  was  Thurcroft 
where  173  children  were  born  compared  with  117  in  the  previous  year. 

Other  parishes  which  showed  an  increase  were  Catcliffe  (an  increase  of  13) 
and  Dalton  (an  increase  of  18. 

There  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  births  in  Thrybergh  and  Whist on  as  well 
as  in  the  smaller  parishes.

Still-births 

There  were  36  still-births  in  the  district  during  the  year  which 
resulted  in  a  still-birth  rate  of  35.7  per  thousand  live  and  still-births. 

12  of  these  were  from  domiciliary  confinements  and  24  from  institutional 
confinements. 

The  higher  still-birth  return  from  institutions  was  due  to  the  admission 
of  complicated  midwifery  cases.

Dysentery 

After  three  years  in  which  there  were  never  more  than  six  notifi¬ 
cations  of  dysentery,  there  was  a  sudden  outbreak  of  cases  May,  1954 
which  continued  for  six  months.  Six  districts  were  affected,  but  the 
majority  of  cases  were  in  the  Thurcroft  parish  where  70  cases  developed 
out  of  a  total  of  92. 

The  dysentery  was  of  a  mild  type.  In  children  the  symptoms  lasted 

for  about  a  week?  in  adults  the  illness  was  only  of  two  or  three  days8 
duration  and  in  many  cases  the  patients  were  not  confined  to  bed. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  was  in  clearing  up  carriers  who 
harboured  the  infection  for  months.  This  was  a  particular  embarrassment 
among  school  children  and  food  handlers. 

All  dysentery  contacts  had  bacteriological  examinations  carried  out 
and  particular  attention  was  paid  to  food  handlers,  teachers  and  nurses 
in  charge  of  children.  The  family  doctors  were  given  immediate  parti¬ 
culars  of  all  laboratory  reports  received  and  co-operated  closely  by  giving 
treatment  to  carriers. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  visited  all  food  premises  in  the  district  and 
carried  on  an  intensive  campaign  for  extra  cleanliness  and  care. 

Two  contacts,  who  were  food  handlers,  were  excluded  from  work  until 
they  were  proved  to  be  free  from  infection  and  all  school  children  were 
excluded  from  school  until  three  negative  specimens  were  obtained. 

The  outbreak  terminated  in  October  and  no  farther  eases  were 
discovered  in  the  last  two  months  of  the  year.

Public  Cleansing 


The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  was  also  Gleansing  Superintendent  and 
was  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  refuse  collection  and  cesspool 
emptying  services  of  the  Council. 

One  new  Dennis  refuse  collection  vehicle  was  purchased  during  the 
year  to  replace  a  Karrier  Bantam  vehicle  which  was  no  longer  reliable. 

The  fleet  consisted  ofs- 

8  Dennis  (10  cubic  yard)  refuse  vehicles. 

2  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  vehicles. 

3  Dennis  cesspool  emptying  vehicles.

Because  of  the  rapid  development  which  is  taking  place  in  the  area 
the  time  has  arrived  when  vehicles  with  a  larger  carrying  capacity  will 
have  to  be  bought  and,  in  this  connection,  an  order  has  recently  been 
placed  for  a  new  Dennis  refuse  collection  vehicle,  fitted  with  a  Perkin ”8 
P.6.  Diesel  engine  and  a  Shefflex  16  cubic  yard  dual  tipping  body. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  a  labour  force  sufficient 
to  cope  with  the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  to  maintain  a  satisfactory 
refuse  collection  service.  This  was  due  to  competition  from  local 
industries  paying  bonuses  and  overtime. 
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■Fgblic  Cleansing  (continued) 


In  order  to  overcome  this  difficulty  the  Council  ire  re  recommended 
to  introduce  the  following  bonus  scheme :- 

The  basic  number  of  bins  to  be  emptied  by  each  man  to  be  100 
each  day  (driver  included). 

A  bonus  at  the  rate  of  1-^d.  for  each  bin  emptied  in  excess 
of  the  basic  number  to  be  made  available  for  each  dayTs  work 
and  paid  weekly.  Each  refuse  collection  team  (driver  and  loaders) 
to  qualify  for  the  daily  bonus  in  equal  shares. 

Conditions  were  laid  down  covering  the  method  of  working  each 
collecting  district  and  the  form  in  which  the  record  of  work  done 
was  to  be  submitted.  The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  was  empowered 
to  annul  bonus  payment  if  there  were  inaccuracies  in  the  daily 
records  or  if  the  work  was  not  carried  out  efficiently. 

After  the  inception  of  this  scheme  in  February,  1954  the  output  of 
work  increased  and  generally  a  7  to  9  day  collection  was  maintained. 

The  frequency  of  collection  did,  upon  occasions,  extend  from  10  to  13 
days,  particularly  when  there  was  an  accumulation  of  work  after  holidays. 

The  proof  of  the  success  of  the  bonus  scheme  lay  in  the  fact  that, 
after  its  Introduction,  there  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of 
complaints,  received  from  residents  in  the  area. 

The  number  of  cesspools  in  use  in  the  district  varied.  New  cess¬ 
pools  were  built  and  others  went  out  of  use  as  sewers  were  extended. 

There  was  never  at  any  time  during  the  year  less  than  250  cesspools 
in  use.  A  fortnightly  emptying  was  maintained  by  two  vehicles  working 
full-time  and  the  spare  vehicle  was  brought  into  use  as  the  need  arose. 

Water  Supply 


Water  supplied  and  distributed  by  Sheffield  Corporation, 

Wath  Urban  District  Council  and  Doncaster  Corporation.  Of  the  15,55$ 
houses  in  the  area,  all  but  16  were  on  public  supply. 

Water  samples  were  submitted  regularly  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion  and  the  reports  indicated  that  the  quality  of  the  water  was  satis¬ 
factory.  The  quantity  of  water  was  insufficient  for  the  need  of  the 
area,  due  chiefly  to  housing  development,  and  a  shortage  was  experienced 
at  peak  consumption  periods,  in  several  parts  of  the  area,  particularly 
the  higher  points. 

During  the  year  8  samples  of  water  from  Sheffield  and  Doncaster 
Corporation  Supplies  were  submitted  for  examination  to  ascertain,  the 
solvency  action  of  the  water  on  lead  pipes.  All  samples  were  reported 
as  being  satisfactory.

More  attention  was  given  to  the  routine  sampling  of  milk  during  the 
year;  228  samples  being  taken  compared  with  60  in  1953.  There  appeared 
to  be  a  marked  increase  in  the  quantity  of  sterilised  milk  consumed  in  the 
area  and  67  samples  were  taken,  all  of  which  were  reported  satisfactory. 

Meat  Inspection 

Circular  MF4/54  was  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  placing  on 
local  authorities  the  responsibility  for  ensuring  that  sufficient  slaughtering 
accommodation  was  available  for  the  needs  of  each  district  on  the  decontrol 
of  meat  and  livestock. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  their  circular,  13  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  were  licenced  and  came  into  use  in  July,  1954*  A  100$  meat 
inspection  service  was  carried  out  in  the  district.

6  cases  of  Cysticercus  Bovis  were  found  and  the  carcases  were  subject 
to  refrigerator  treatment  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  The  premises  from  which  the  animals  came  were  traced 
and  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  for  investigation. 

The  treatment  for  Cysticercus  Bovis  was  carried  out  at  Rotherham 
Corporation  Market  Department.  The  carcase  was  delivered  and  placed  in 
cold  storage  and  returned  to  the  owner  on  production  of  a  letter  from  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Market  Superintendent  authorising  its  release. 


A  supply  of  vegetable  dye  was  kept  at  each  slaughterhouse  for  the  use 
of  the  Meat  Inspector  when  visiting  the  premises.  All  condemned  meat  was 
coloured  with  the  dye  after  the  owner  of  the  meat  had  signed  a  certificate  of 
surrender. 


A  calf  affected  with  generalised  tuberculosis  was  bred  in  the  district 
on  a  farm  producing  ’’Accredited'*  milk.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  was  notified  and  it  was  later  reported  that  three  cows  in  the  herd 
were  found  to  be  affected  with  advanced  tuberculosis  and  were  slaughtered. 
The  farmer  concerned  decided  to  sell  all  his  cattle  and  join  the  Attested 
Herd  Scheme. 

Ice  Cream  Premises 


During  the  year  11  premises  were  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale 
of  ice  cream  and  there  was  a  total  of  89  registered  premises  in  the  area, 
only  1  of  which  was  used  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream.  88  of  the 
registered  premises  were  retail  shops  where  pre-packed  ice  cream  was  * 
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Ice  Cream  (continued) 


purchased  from  wholesalers  and  stored  in  refrigerators.  There  were 
1"  large  wholesale  manufacturers  supplying  ice  cream  to  these  retailers. 

141  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  the  results

Reports  upon  samples  were  notified  to  the  retailers  and  manufacturers 
and  where  unsatisfactory  reports  were  received  the  results  were  also 
forwarded  to  the  Local  Authority  in  whose  area  the  commodity  was  manufactured. 

One  application  for  the  registration  of  a  petrol  filling  station  for 
the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream  was  refused  on  the  following  grounds s- 

1.  Attendants  at  petrol  stations  came  in  contact  with  petrol, 
mineral  oil  and  acid. 

2.  It  was  very  difficult,  even  if  hot  and  cold  water  was  available, 
for  persons  employed  as  attendants  at  filling  stations  to  keep 
their  hands  clean. 

There  was  no  appeal  against  the  refusal. 

Factories  Act  1937  and  194& 


On  the  31st  December,  1954  there  were  83  factories  in  the  area  -  at 
63  of  which  mechanical  power  was  employed. 

54  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  in  2  cases  defects  were 
found,  1  of  which  was  remedied. 

Shops  Act  1950  -  Section  38. 


128  visits  were  made  under  the  above  Act  during  the  year  compared  with 
62  visits  last  year.  Unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found  at  2  premises, 

1  of  which  was  remedied. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

The  Rotherham  Rural  District  Act  1931  superseded  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

This  local  Act  made  it  illegal  for  an2/one  to  occupy  a  tent,  van,  shed 
or  similar  structure  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Council,  the  effect  of 
which  was  to  make  it  possible  to  excercise  a  greater  measure  of  control  over 
this  type  of  dwelling. 

There  were  16  caravans  occupied  in  the  area  compared  with  23  last  year. 
The  majority  of  caravan-dwellers  in  the  area  were  families  of  workmen  engaged 
temporarily  in  essential  industries,  e.g.,  open-cast  coal  and  building  sites. 
Permission  was  granted  for  limited  periods  and  was  extended  as  circumstances 
required. 

Visits  were  made  to  the  premises  to  ensure  that  the  sites  were  maintained 
in  a  satisfactory  condition.

47  premises  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  some  respect  and  of 
these  42  were  remedied  as  a  result  of  informal  action. 


At  20  premises  hot  water  supplies  were  provided  and  at  10  premises 
public  water  supplies  were  provided  to  shops  which  had  previously  been 
without  water. 


Two  serious  cases  of  unsatisfactory  conditions  at  food  premises 
came  to  light  during  the  year.  In  one  case  water  from  a  shallow  well 
was  being  used  on  the  premises.  A  sample  of  the  water  was  taken  and 
it  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  due  to  faecal  contamination. 
Immediate  action  resulted  in  the  supply  being  cut  off,  the  well  being  sealed 
and  a  mains  water  supply  being  provided  in  the  shop.  In  the  second  case 
the  premises  were  found  to  be  in  an  extremely  unsatisfactory  condition. 
Personal  clothing  was  hung  in  the  food  packing  room;  floors,  walls  and 
ceilings  were  in  a  filthy  condition;  excessive  quantities  of  refuse  were 
standing  in  heaps  near  the  entrance  to  the  food  factory  and  tox^els  provided 
for  use  of  food  handlers  were  in  a  dirty  condition.  The  owner  of  the 
factory  was  interviewed  and  the  work  of  cleaning  up  the  premises  was  begun 
immediately.  Upon  completion  of  the  work  the  premises  were  kept  under 
constant  supervision  and  satisfactory  conditions  were  then  maintained. 

Visits  were  made  to  all  industrial  canteens  during  the  year  and  at 
8  premises  unsatisfactory  features  were  noted.  At  three  premises  belonging 
to  Nationalised  Industries  there  was  evidence  of  neglects- 

Concrete  floors  were  defective;  walls,  ceilings  and  windows 
were  in  a  dirty  condition;  steam  pipes  leaking,  sinks  chipped 
and  worn;  taps  over  sinks  were  defective  and  hygienic  practices 
were  not  being  followed  in  the  handling  and  preparation  of  food. 

One  of  these  canteens  was  a  wooden  building  the  roof  of  which  was  not 
weatherproof.  In  this  case  plans  were  later  submitted  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  building. 

Visits  were  made  to  school  canteens  in  the  district  where  3? 000  to 
3,500  meals  were  being  prepared  and  served  daily. 

As  a  result  of  these  visits  it  was  found  that,  while  some  progress  was 
being  made  in  remedying  unsatisfactory  features  reported  on  previous  visits, 
there  was  still  room  for  improvement  at  6  of  the  canteens.  A  comprehensive 
report  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  County  Council. 

Rodent  Control 


The  Council  employed  one  rodent  operative  who  was  engaged  full-time  on 
rodent  control  work. 

238  minor  infestations  and  4  major  infestations  were  found  during  the 
year.  The  cost  of  carrying  out  disinfestation  work  at  business  premises 
was  recovered.

There  was  a  welcome  decrease  in  the  average  number  of  minutes  of 
emission  of  smoke  per  observation.  This  was  largely  due  to  the 
introduction  of  mechanical  stokers  at  many  collieries.  In  addition  to 
mechanical  stoking,  electricity  replaced  steam  at  many  collieries  with 
beneficial  results. 


Pollution  records  were  collected  throughout  the  year  at  the  Bramley 
site  and  gave  an  average  monthly  figure  of  15.89  tons  per  sq.  mile,  per 
month.  The  previous  year's  figure  was  12.62. 

The  sulphur  determination  figure  averaged  2.13  against  2.35  for  the 
previous  year. 

SPOILS ANKS. 


1.  Brookhouse  -  The  culvert,  which  was  being  laid  in  order  that  this 
tip  might  be  built  up  with  the  minimum  chances  of  igniting,  was 
well  advanced.  A  bull-dozer  was  in  constant  use  to  consolidate  and 
level  the  spoil  and  there  was  no  fire  visible  on  any  part  of  the  tip. 

•  t 

The  previous  serious  trouble  was  overcome  and,  with  the  present 
care  now  being  taken  and  efficient  management,  this  tip  will  probably 
prove  to  be  satisfactory. 

2.  Thurcroft  -  A  bull-dozer  was  used  on  this  tip  with  very 
satisfactory  results  and  there  was  no  fire  visible.  The  washery 
waste  was  segregated  and  tipped  at  a  point  some  distance  from  the 
main  tip.  This  considerably  reduced  the  risk  of  combustion. 

Water  was  available  but  was  not  being  used  as  it  was  not  necessary. 
About  7,000  tons  per  week  of  spoil  was  deposited  on  the  tip. 

3.  Orgreave  -  This  large  tip  received  about  13,000  tons  per  week 

of  spoil.  A  bull-dozer  was  in  operation  and  there  were  no  signs 
of  fire. 

4 .  Handsworth,  High  Hazels  -  An  aerial  ropeway  was  in  use  for  tipping 
the  pit  spoil.  This  tip  caused  considerable  trouble.  The  face 
was  badly  on  fire  and  the  water  sprays  were  not  completely  effective. 
New  arrangements  on  the  water  sprays  are  to  be  tried  and  it  is  hoped 
that  considerable  improvement  will  be  made.  There  was  no  bull-dozer 
in  use,  the  cones  being  levelled  by  a  scraper  operated  by  a  wire  rope. 
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Spoilbanks  (continued) 

This  tip  takes  the  spoil  from  the  dry  cleaner  and  the  tipping 
belts  and  the  material  is  fairly  combustible. 

5.  Cortonwood  -  This  tip  was  on  fire  on  the  working  face  and 
the  water  sprays  in  use  did  not  give  satisfactory  control. 

It  was  decided  to  cease  tipping  on  this  site  and  the  fires 
should  subside  within  a  short  period.  A  new  site  is  being 
prepared  and  the  plans  now  being  drawn  up  should  ensure  a 
maximum  degree  of  safety  from  combustion. 

60  Silverwood  -  These  large  spoilbanks  appeared  to  be  safe  and 
there  was  no  visible  fire. 


In  general,  the  planning  and  management  of  spoilbanks  in  the  area 
received  the  most  careful  consideration  and  the  overall  position  showed 
a  continuing  improvement.
